Qualification of Voters. 
By the Terntorial bill it 1s provided as follows ° 


“ That cvery free white male inhabitant above | 
the age of twenty-one years, who shall be an | 
actual resident of said Territory, and shall pos- 
sess the qualifications hereinafter prescribed, shall 
be entitled to vote at the fastelecton, Proved, 
That the right of sufrage and of holdivig office 
shall be exercised only by aatizens of the Umted 
States, and those who shall have declared on oath 
then mtentzon to become such, and shall have 
taken an oath to support the Constitution of the | 
United States and the provisions of this act And 
morued further, That no officer, soldier seaman, | 
or manne or othe: person in the Aimy or Navy ' 
of the United States o1 attached to troops in the 
service of the United States shall be allowed to | 
vote or hold oftice in said Territory, by 1¢ason of , 
bemg on sei vice there ” t 


By the term “ white.” as used in this and other 
laws of a similai character 18 meant pure unmix- 
ed white blood The man who has any mite 
fiom the darker 1aces however small the propor- 
tion, 18 not regarded asa white man This has 
been 1epeatedly decided and may be regarded as 
settled. When a voter has only declared his 1n- 
tention to become a citizen he must be sworn by 
the Judges of election, 01 by a Judge or Justice ; 
of the Peace to support the Constitution of the | 
United States and she provisions of th2 act of 
Congiess passed May 30,1854 to organize the 
Teiritoncs of Nebraska and Kansas. When so 
sworn, the word * oath” should be ma ked oppo- 
site his name on the list of voters, and a voter 
who has had this oath once administered, will 
not, of course, be required to repeat 16 


It will baseen that the act of Congress is drawn 
with much care to exclude non-residents from 
the polls It provides that a voter shall be an 
t inhabitant” and -an actual resident.” A voter 
must dwell here at the time of offering his vote— 
he must then have commenced an actual inhabi- 
tancy, which he actually intends to continue per- 


dwelling place to the exclusion of any other 
home f 


The meaning of the last proviso, relative to 
the Army and Navy, is, that the persons desig- 
nated in it shall not vote if their mhabitancy in 
the Teritory is referable only to the performance 
of their dunes Like all other persons 1t is not 
enough that they should bein the Territory but 
they must dwell in it as thew permanent ‘home;

Contested Elections. 


In case anv persons shall desire to contest the 
election in any District of the Te:ntory, they 
shall make a written statement, directed to the 
Governo: setting forth the particular Precinct or 
Distriet they intend to contest, the candidates 
whose election they dispute, and the specific causes 
of complaint m the conduct or return of the said 
election , which complaint shall be signed by not 
lesa than ten qualfied voteis of the Terntory, 
and with affidavit of one o more isuch voters to 
the truth of the facts set forth therein Such 
written statement must be pi esented to the Gov- 
einor at lus office on or before the fourth day of 
Apnl, A D 1855, and ifit shall appear that the 
result of election in any Council District might 
pe changed by said contest, a day will be fixed
